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Concern at 
the Manor 
hospital's 
death rate 

WALSALL Manor Hospital 
was among a dozen named 
and shamed on Monday for 
higher than expected death 
rates. 

The number of patient 
deaths at the hospital was 
above expected levels in 
2011/12, the Doctor Foster 
Hospital Guide found. It was 
one of 12 hospital trusts in 
the country to have recorded 
higher than expected death 
rates last year. 

Hospital bosses insisted 
improvements had been 
made and the number of 
patient deaths had fallen in 
the past five months. 

Chief executive Richard 
Kirby said: “As soon as we 
identified that our rate was 
rising in early 2011 we com¬ 
missioned a review and 
agreed a set of actions to 
improve our performance.” 

He said extra nursing 
staff had been brought in 
and there were plans to add 
seven new medical consult¬ 
ants. 

According to the Doctor 
Foster Hospital Guide, 
Walsall Manor had a hospi¬ 
tal standardised mortality 
rate of 117 between April 
2011 and March 2012. The 
expected level is 100. 

MR raises 
crossing 

THE leader of the House of 
Commons has promised to 
speak to Government trans¬ 
port bosses over safety on a 
Walsall road. 

Valerie Vaz, MP for 
Walsall South, is calling for a 
pedestrian crossing in Dar- 
laston Road, Pleck, to be 
signal-controlled after a boy 
suffered serious head 
injuries and a woman sus¬ 
tained a broken pelvis. 

“Three hundred local 
people have signed a petition 
yet the council refuses to 
upgrade the crossing to a 
signal-controlled crossing” 
said Ms Vaz. Leader of the 
House, Andrew Lansley, told 
her he would raise the 
matter with the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport. 

Walsall Council has said 
crossings controlled by 
lights may not be as safe as a 
zebra crossing. 


Decision that is still haunting victim's 


A split second decision still haunts Tom Davis 
eight months after the murder of his Second 
World War hero father by neighbour Charlotte 
Frazier-Doody. 

The project manager, aged 56, of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, believes that he might have saved the life of 
highly decorated 92-year-old Bill Davis if he had 
taken the advice of his wife. 

He explained: “We were on our way home 
from a day out and as we approached junction 10 
of the M6 she said ‘shall we go and see your dad?’ 
I said ‘no, I saw him yesterday and will give him 
a call in the week.’ 

“We passed the slip road at 4pm, a few 
minutes before Dad was attacked. His watch 
had stopped at 4.13pm. We could have been at 
his house in no time. 


If we had turned off the motorway and gone 
to the address I might have actually caught her 
or stopped it altogether - and I have got to live 
with that for the rest of my life. 

“The police have told me not to keep beating 
myself up over that but it is difficult to forget 
something like that.” 

Cherished 

Mr Davis was alerted that his father had been 
injured shortly after arriving home and immedi¬ 
ately drove to the cordoned-off scene. 

“I went up to a policeman and explained that 
I was the son of the man who lived there and 
asked if I could go in. He just turned to me and 
said: ‘You don’t want to go in there mate’ and 
went to look for the sergeant. 


‘They brought my father out on a stretcher as 
I was standing there. All I saw was his arm sud¬ 
denly drop down to one side and they took him 
back into the house. 

“The sergeant came out and said: ‘I am sorry 
to tell you in these circumstances in the middle 
of the street, but your father has passed away’. 

“Seeing the father you have loved and cher¬ 
ished and who has loved and cherished you all 
your life go like that was heartbreaking.” 

His most poignant reminder of the father he 
adored are his eight medals from the Second 
World War that hang proudly in a display 
cabinet alongside a picture of Bill Davis as a 
young man. 

“He was a hero who deserved a better end to 
his life,” said Mr Davis.

Revamp of 
busy road 
following 
accidents 

A BUSY route in Walsall is 
being revamped with a nar¬ 
rowed carriageway and 
improved roundabouts after 
a series of accidents. 

More than £120,000 is 
being ploughed into safety 
improvements along Broad¬ 
way North in Walsall, which 
is used by thousands of 
motorists a day. 

But drivers are warned 
that changes, particularly 
the narrowing of the road, 
could increase congestion. 

Work on new road mark¬ 
ings and a wider central 
reservation is due to be com¬ 
pleted by the middle of this 
month. Pedestrian crossing 
points are being added near 
Lincoln Road. 

Further improvements, at 
the Sutton Road and Cres¬ 
cent roundabouts, are 
planned in the New Year and 
expected to take six weeks. 

There has been a series of 
accidents at the junction 
with Sutton Road and the 
damaged pedestrian guard 
outside the United 
Reformed Church will be 
replaced. The work includes 
installation of containment 
kerbs, which are higher and 
shaped to cause vehicles that 
hit them to rebound.

Meeting 

The findings were outlined to 
members of Walsall Council’s regen¬ 
eration scrutiny and performance 
panel. 

Speaking at the meeting, Helen 
Kindon, from the town and district 


centre management team, said: 
“Bloxwich holds its own but does go 
up and down. 

“Willenhall is deteriorating 
slightly more with Wednesday now 
being the main market day but 
Friday and Saturdays are not 
attracting as many traders.” 

Questionnaires have been sent 
out to traders on both pitches while 
shoppers at both sites were also 
quizzed. 

Customers who were asked for 
their views on the markets called for 
a better range and array of stalls. 


They also asked for queues to be 
reduced at Bloxwich Market on Sat¬ 
urdays and for paving to be 
improved there too. 

Parking 

In Willenhall, shoppers want to 
see better car parking provision, less 
cars travelling through the town 
centre and a greater police presence. 

A more detailed report about the 
markets survey is being drawn up 
and will be used to form a more 
detailed action plan.

A FURNITURE store 
chain based in Walsall has 
gone into administration 
for the third time in seven 
years because of the eco¬ 
nomic downturn. 

Walmsley Furnishing 
has 24 stores nationwide, 
including Bradford Street 
in Walsall and in Wolver¬ 
hampton, employing 105 
staff. One store in North- 
field and two outisde the 
Midlands have closed. 

Julie Swan and Mark 
Phillips, of insolvency prac¬ 
titioners PCR, have been 
appointed as joint adminis¬ 
trators. Most stores are still 
trading. 

Walmsley’s last went 
into administration in Sep¬ 
tember 2011 when it had 60 
stores and 25 were sold, 
along with is website, to 
turnaround company SKG 
Capital in a £250,000 deal. 

Stores in Dudley and 
Stafford were among those 
closed last year. Walmsley 
Furnishing had previously 
been bought by Unibrook 
in 2005 when it had gone 
into administration. 

Walmsley’s was founded 
in 1933. The chain’s head 
office is at the Walsall 
branch. A customer 
helpline has been set up on 
(01922)704113. 


A similar operation last 
Christmas resulted in 
several arrests and the 
recovery of £20,000 worth of 
counterfeit goods.

The council’s school cater¬ 
ing service provides 66 
schools with around 7,500 
meals a day over 190 days. 

Take-up of free meals 
across all schools was 82 per 
cent in 2011 to 2012, while it 
was just 28 per cent for paid- 
for dishes. This resulted in 
an overall take-up of just 44 
per cent. 

Council leader Mike Bird 
said: “We will continue to 
provide meals, there are 
children in the borough for 
who it is the only hot meal.

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Thief is jailed 
for car raids 

A THIEF from Willenhall 
who raided three cars has 
been convicted by a court 
and jailed for 30 weeks. 

Kenneth Bateman, aged 
35, stole fishing tackle 
worth £1,000, a sat nav 
system, clothing, a handbag 
and jewellery in the thefts in 
Cannock on September 28. 

He was caught because he 
was seen at the wheel of a 
car driving while disquali¬ 
fied and without insurance.

It emerged last week that 
she could be banned from 
teaching after a Teaching 
Agency panel ruled she was 
guilty of making “inappro¬ 
priate alterations” to atten¬ 
dance registers for pupils at 
Hillcrest School in Nether- 
ton, where she was head¬ 
teacher between 2004 and 
2007.

Student flats plan at 
British Oak pub site

AN EMPTY pub on the edge of Walsall town 
centre could be transformed into student 
accommodation under new plans. The British 
Oak in John Steet was put on the market 
almost 18 months ago. 


It was one of more than a 
dozen pubs in the West 
Midlands - with a com¬ 
bined value of £2 million - 
put up for sale in July last 
year by Birmingham-based 
Penn Street Taverns. 

The Walsall pub’s market 
freehold was £125,000. 

The derelict site is now set 
to become a three-storey 
apartment block.

The Source of Ingenuity 


THE infamous fountain standing in the 
heart of Walsall town centre could be moved 
to make way for the market, according to a 
report. 

The Source of Ingenuity, on The Bridge, may 
have to move following recommendations to relo¬ 
cate the 800-year-old market there permanently. 

The fountain was the controversial centrepiece 
of the £2 million transformation of the Civic 
Square in 2001 but no water has flown from it for 
more than five years due to contamination fears. 

The move was suggested by independent 


experts brought in to analyse the future of the 
100-stall town centre market. 

They believe the market should permanently 
relocate to The Bridge and Bradford Street. 

Controversial 

Regeneration chief Councillor Adrian Andrew 
said: “This idea involves moving the fountain 
which some might say is controversial but busi¬ 
nesses I’ve spoken to in the town centre are quite 
happy to see it go.” 

Independent consultants from GVA and The 


Retail Group carried out a report on Walsall 
Market, which has to move due to regeneration 
work on the Old Square Shopping Centre. 

Experts found that the current pitch in parts of 
Digbeth and The Bridge to be “poor quality, con¬ 
fusing, sprawling and not a good advert for 
Walsall”. 

Various sites were considered for an indoor 
market but The Bridge was found to be the best 
option but the experts warned that it would 
require a cash injection of around £l.lm to help 
it thrive. 


Youngster Ben battles 
brain tumour relapse 


A TEENAGER from Walsall, who overcame a 
brain tumour discovered when he was aged 
eight, has suffered a relapse, sparking a com¬ 
munity campaign to help the youngster. 

Ben Sambrook, from 
Aldridge, was diagnosed 
with a malignant tumour 
the size of a golf ball more 
than five years ago. It led to 
his parents, Sharon and 
Steve Sambrook, launching 
the The Ben Sambrook 
Trust Fund which has raised 
more than £90,000 towards 
brain tumour research.

A NOTICE to improve children’s 
services in Walsall has now offi¬ 
cially been served on the council 
by the Government in response to 
a damning Ofsted report into the 
care of vulnerable youngsters. 

Inspectors branded Walsall’s safeguard¬ 
ing services and its capacity to improve as 
inadequate following a two-week inspection 
in June. 

Out of a total of 22 judgment areas, eight 
areas of practice were found to be inade¬ 
quate and children were found to be at 
“potential risk of harm”. 

It has led to the formation of an independ¬ 
ent board to oversee improvements in chil¬ 
dren’s services, as required by the 
improvement notice which is signed by 
Edward Timpson, parliamentary under sec¬ 
retary of state for children and families. 

Methods 

The notice states the council must take 
action to improve areas of weakness and 
ensure safeguarding and looked after chil¬ 
dren’s services meet all legislative require¬ 
ments. 

It also says the authority must then make 
arrangements to “sustain and build on the 
improvement secured”. 

Working with partner agencies, the 
council must demonstrate improvements in 
the quality and consistency of assessments, 
set out methods and timescales, develop and 
implement a risk assessment system and get 
feedback from children, families and staff. 

The notice also states a “comprehensive 
programme of induction, training, mentor¬ 
ing and continuous professional develop¬ 
ment” should be implemented to ensure 
staff have the skills to complete high quality 
and timely assessments. It mentions the 
role and leadership of Walsall Safeguarding 
Board should be strengthened and Edward 
Timpson must be provided with a written 
report every six months. 

Failure to comply with the notice can lead 
to further Government intervention.

I encourage others to do the same; we need to make sure 
that the Chancellor, Home Secretary and Policing Minister 
all understand that we need a fair financial settlement for 
the West Midlands.

little Bloxwich was 
original settlement 


THE HAMLET of Little Bloxwich is 
less obvious than it once was, but 
the distinction between this set¬ 
tlement and Bloxwich village was 
drawn as far back as 1300. 

Then Bloxwich and Great 
Bloxwich were referred to and the 
smaller Bloxwich is recorded as 
‘Little’ from 1307. Probably the 
original settlement, it had its own 
common fields. 

By the late 1700s Little Bloxwich 
lay in the area around Little 
Bloxwich Lane (now Lichfield 
Road), Stoney Lane and Selman’s 
Hill. Prominent around Little 
Bloxwich Green from Victorian 
times were the original Nag’s Head 
pub, the Canal Tavern, the Post 
Office, a scattering of houses and 
shops. 

Lower Farm (Arch’s Farm) 
wasonce centred on a late-medieval 
cruck-trussed farmhouse in Stoney 
Lane, It was demolished in 1963. 

The Walsall to Stafford coaching 
road originally ran through Little 
Bloxwich. The road, which had a 
coaching inn (the King William, 
closed 1904) in Fishley Lane, was 


by Stuart Williams 

turnpiked in 1766, then altered to 
run through Great Bloxwich. 

The Wyrley and Essington Canal 
runs through Little Bloxwich and 
by the 1880s there was a canal 
basin off Fishley Lane. In the late 
1800s/early 1900s there was coal 
mining in Fishley to the north of 
Little Bloxwich, and a steam mill 
near the basin. 

Selman’s Hill and Sanstone Road 
contain between the wars private 
houses. After the Second World War 
Little Bloxwich became largely 
mixed council and private housing. 
Lower Farm Estate centres on nine 
blocks of low-rise council flats com¬ 
pleted in 1963. An award-winning 
block of shops and maisonettes was 
built at the same time. 

The Rector of Bloxwich held 
services at the Saddler’s Arms pub 
on Lower Farm from 1963 and the 
mission church of Holy Ascension 
in Sanstone Road opened in 1968. 
Lower Farm Primary School also 
opened that year. 


Little Bloxwich C of E Primary 
School opened in Grenfell Road in 
1971, preceded by the nearby 1877 
Little Bloxwich National School, 
Pelsall Lane, recently demolished. 

During the 1980s much council 
housing in Little Bloxwich was sold 
off to the tenants. What remains 
rented is managed by Walsall 
Housing Group. 

Today, Arch’s Farm’s horse chest¬ 
nut tree in Stoney Lane, the canal 
bridge with its coat of arms, the 
former post office, Alms Houses in 
Lichfield Road and cottages in 
Pelsall Lane are the only built rem¬ 
nants of old Little Bloxwich, but the 
ancient hamlet still lives on in spirit 
- and on the map!

Hopefuls aim to shine 
as a new star is born 


O n Saturday, August 18, 2012, a 
few million hearts sank. The X 
Factor was back, which meant 
summer was over, and by the time the 
series finished, Christmas would 
almost be on us. 

Did we really need another three- 
and-a-half month talent search looking 
for the next One Direction or Leona 
Lewis? Did we have to put up with 18 
weekends dominated by the show 
which dominated primetime Saturdays 
and Sundays on ITV? 

Some people thought we didn’t, 
because the show launched with the 
lowest ratings since 2006, and later 
started losing viewers to rival show 
Strictly Come Dancing. Yes, despite 
the millions of pounds Simon Cowell 
and ITV pumped into the show, a 
modest public-funded show featuring 
an 84-year-old host gave The X Factor 
a good run for its money.

But if familiarity had bred contempt, 
there was no denying TXF’s class of 
2012 did a great job of making up for 
the ad breaks and Dermot O’Leary 
hurrying the judges for an answer on 


Sunday nights (despite having padded 
out the results show for the past 55 
minutes). 

Thousands of wannabe stars 
entered the auditions stage between 
May 23 and June 25, but only 211 
reached boot camp. The shortlist was 
eventually whittled down to 13 finalists. 
Carolynne Poole, Melanie Masson, 
MK1 and Jade Ellis were voted out in 
the first four weeks, while Lucy 
Spraggan dropped out in week five 
due to ill health. 

That same week we also said 
goodbye to Kye Sones, who failed to 
win over the masses, and by week 
six, boy band District 3 were shown 
the door. 

When Ella Henderson was voted off 
the show on November 18, millions of 
fans around the country gasped in 
disbelief. 

The 16-year-old had belted out the 
performance of her life on the show a 
day earlier, and it looked like she was 
a dead cert to either win TXF, or at 
least make it through to this final. How 
wrong we all were. 

The pride of Grimsby graciously 
admitted defeat, while Tulisa struggled 


to come to terms with what had just 
happened. 

That left Union J, Christopher 
Maloney, Jahmene Douglas, Rylan 
Clark (voted out on November 25) 
and James Arthur. 

Now the real questions are: how are 
the producers going to make a 
glorified sing-off between three people 
last two hours? 

Can we get through the Manchester- 
based finale without any judge using 
the phrase “My act has been on a real 
journey”? 

And will Dermot give us one last 
dance of the series before the set is 
packed up for another year? 

All shall be revealed as Tulisa, Gary 
Barlow, Louis Walsh and Nicole 
Scherzinger take to the stage, while 
I’m A Celebrity... bosses consider 
what trials they could put Rylan 
though next year if he decamps to the 
jungle. 

Whatever happens, it should be 
‘Jahmazing’ - as long as you pre¬ 
record the first hour, fast-forward 
through the recaps, and then watch 
Sunday’s results live.

REBECCA ADLINGTON 
has revealed that she wants 
fellow swimmer Ellie Sim- 
monds to win BBC Sports 
Personality of the year. 

Simmonds, 18, won two 
gold medals, one silver and a 
bronze at this year’s Para¬ 
lympics in London, writes 
William Watkinson. 

She is the youngest 
nominee for the award, 
which will be handed out in 
front of a 15,000-capacity 
crowd on December 16 at 
London’s ExCeL centre. 

Adlington said: “It’s so 
hard, but I’m going to stick 
with Ellie. I know her 
through swimming and 
she’s absolutely lovely, not 
to say that the others are 
not. 

“I know what goes into 
swimming and I know about 
all the effort that you have to 
put in - and I know what she 
has to do. 

“She’s just turned 18; I 
think she’s one of the 
youngest up for the award 
and what she has just 
achieved is truly amazing.” 

Walsall-born Simmonds 
became Great Britain’s 
youngest-ever Olympic or 
Paralympic medal winner 
after taking two golds at the 
Beijing Games in 2008, aged 
just 13 and nine months. 

She has five world records 
to her name and won BBC 
Young Sports Personality of 
the Year in 2008. 

Simmonds also became 
the youngest recipient of an 
MBE in 2008 at the age of 14. 

Adlington, who took 
double gold at Beijing and 
two bronzes in London, was 
overlooked for the sports 
personality prize in 2011 
when she won world cham¬ 
pionship gold and silver but 
was not nominated in an all¬ 
male shortlist.

TO TIE DOWN STARS 


CHIEF EXECUTIVE Stefan Gamble has con¬ 
firmed that Walsall are primed and ready to tie 
down their out-of-contract stars. 

Boss Dean Smith has moved to initiate the first wave of 
contract renewals to avoid an end-of-season scramble. 

Skipper Andy Butler, Will Grigg and Andy Taylor are 
among several players whose deals expire next June and 
Gamble said he has held initial discussions with the 
manager over his desire to keep the Saddlers’ best players. 


Gamble said: “In my con¬ 
versations with him the 
manager has mentioned 
certain names he would like 
to get tied down sooner 
rather than later.

“It’s something we’re 
trying to move away from 
and the manager’s future 
had to be resolved.”

Gamble said it was the 
first step in trying to keep a 
squad together and prove 
the Saddlers were stable.
